Christian military leaders yester- 
day described the current situation 
in the war-weary Lebanese capital 
as a replay of the events of 1975, 
They said that both past and present 
conflicts were ignited from behind 
the scenes by the Palestine Libera- 
tion Organization. 


The Christian leaders said that 
much of the latest clashes erupted 
because of PLO attempts to re- 
establish bases in Beirut after they 
had been evicted from South 
Lebanon by Israel. 

PLO chief Yasser Arafat yester- 
day reiterated his claim that the 
terrorist forces are entitled to stay in 
Lebanon, including the south, 


area, north of Misgev Am, but their 
shelling caused neither injury nor 
damage. 

Yesterday senior UN officers 
toured the areas adjacent to the 
‘Lebanese Christian enclave around 
Marjayoun, just north of here.

Nevertheless, he 
hoped that UNIFIL would succeed in 
preventing the terrorists from retur- 
ning to the area. 

Yadin told newsmen that the 
problem was how to prevent 
terrorists from re-entering Lebanon 
after the IDF completes its evacua- 
tion. The government was doing all it 
could in coordination with the UN to

BEIRUT (Reuter). — A Palestinian 
terrorist leader said that 
an Israeli soldier captured in South 
Lebanon last week will be put on 


trial here, but he may eventually be 
released in exchange for Palestinian 


‘The official showed reporters a 


film of the soldier, the first ever to be - 


captured by terrorist forces, being 


- interrogated in the southern port city 


of Tyre. The offictal, who 
represented the PFLP-General 
Command, said the soldier had been 
seized while on a reconnaisance mis- 
sion with six other Israeliea in 
terrorist-held territory near Tyre on 
April 8. ᾿ 

Four were killed and two escaped 
back to Israeli lines, they said, 
claiming that the dead included a 
major and a captain. The prisoner, 
who was wounded in the right arm 
and shoulder, was identified only as 
Avraham, a 34-year-old army 
sapper. The officials said he was of 
North African origin and was 
married with three children. 

In Tel Aviv, a military source said 
last night that the description of the 
man being held conforms with infor- 
mation here. The man was named as 
Amram Avraham, 33, of Hadera. _

American officials would like to see 
additional progress in the Middle 
East negotiations and a complete 
withdrawal] of Israeli troops from 
Lebanon.

Carter, Ceausescu 
want Palestinians 
included in talks 


WASHINGTON (AP). -- President 
Jrmmy Carter end Ihumanian Preai- 
dent Nicolae Czausescu called joint- 
ly yesterday for renewed Middle 
‘Eastern peace talks, including “‘av- 
propriate representation of the 
Palestinian people.” 

Ceausescu met with Carter at the 
White House for the second day, and 
the two signed a joint declaration 
that included the reference to 
Palestinian representation. 

The Rumanian president, a fre- 
quent go-between in Middle Eastern 
diplomatic moves, had urged Carter 
to ease his opposition to dealing with 
the Palestine Liberation Organiza- 
tion, administration officials 

ed. 

The Rumanian president is said to 
have told Carter on Wednesday that 
the PLO is moving toward accepting 
Israel's right to exist. 

But the officials, who declined to 
be identified, said Ceausescu offered 
“nothing concrete to back up the 
claims,”” and Carter was not per- 
suaded to alter U.S. opposition to the 
PLO. 


After yesterday's meeting, the 
White House issued copies of the 


* Joint declaration. 


It said in part that the two agreed 
“to encourage efforta aimed at a 
‘Just, comprehensive and lasting 
‘peaceful settlement in the Middle 
‘East," based on Israeli withdrawal 
ifrom occupied territory, assurances 
‘of security for all states in the region 
land “respect for legitimate rights of 
ithe Palestinian people."

been transferred to Ethiopia — and 
certainly not CBU's. 

So far, U.S. officials are not happy 
with Israel’s explanations for the 
CBU use in Lebanon. According to 
sources here, Israeli officials had in- 
formed the U.S. that field com- 
manders had sometimes given: 
orders to use the bombs without 
prior approval at a higher level. Ac- 
cording to ‘‘The Washington Post," 
the U.S. now wants Israel to give

The shift would com- 
prise, in effect, the clear-cut 
adoption by the government of 
Foreign Minister Dayan’s tor- 
mulation regarding ‘the 
applicability of Resolution 242 to 
the West Bank. 

Dayan hes asserted for some time 
that the resolution does apply to the 
West Bank, and that while Israel is 
proposing its self-rule scheme as one 
way of applying the resolution's 
“withdrawal of forces" provision, it 
would be prepared to consider alter- 
native proposals involving 
territorial withdrawal if the Arab 
side puts them forward. 

This formula has never been es- 
Ppoused by Premier Begin — ap- 
parently since it holds out the 
possibility. albeit hypothetical, of a 
territorial compromise on the West 
Bank. 

If Begin and the government were 
now to adopt the Dayan formula 
there is reason to believe that the 
U.S. would see the shift as “a step 
well ahead in the right direction,” 
and would on that basis be prepared 
‘to renew its mediation efforts 
‘between Cairo and Jerusalem.

Egypt ‘excludes war’ in quest for peace 


CAIRO (Reuter), — Egypt said 
yesterday it had excluded war from 
its strategy in the quest for Middle 
East peace. 

Dr. Butros Ghali, minister of state 
for foreign affairs, said: ‘‘Our 
strategy bas been and wil] continue 
to be negotiations and more 
negotiations to find a peaceful settle- 
ment of the Middle East conflict." 

He told the Egyptian parliament's 
foreign affairs committee: “Egypt 
has excluded war from its strategy 
after President Anwar Sadat’s peace 
initiative." 

Ghali, whose remarks were quoted 
by the official Middle East News 


Agency, said Egypt's strategy 
remained unchanged on Palestinian 
rights to gelf-determination — one of 
the main problems hindering agree- 
ment with Israel. 

He sald Egypt decided to keep 
open its channels with the Palestine 
Liberation Organization (PLO? with 
the aim of finding a solution to. the 
Palestinian problem. 

Noting that the PLO joined the 
Arab hard-line countries which’ op- 
posed Sadat’s peace overtures, he 
said; “Egypt will keep its contacts 
with the PLO because the Palesti- 
nian problem is the crux of the Mid- 
dle East conflict."

Court refuses to order

TEL AVIV. — The Tel Aviv District 
Labour Court refused yesterday to 
order the El Al management to start 
flying ita planes again in what waa 
described as a Jandmark ruling. At 
the same time, the court held that 
the labour contracts which expired 
on March 3% are still in force — 
which means the workers will be 
paid for the lockout. 

The Histadrut, which had asked 
the court to order the resumption of 
flights, was disappointed by the rul- 
ing. But the Histadrut was pleased 
that the court rejected 
management's claim that the staff 
are now linked to the company by in- 
dividual contracts. 


The management, which was 

pleased by the ruling believes that 
the court backed its refusal to let 
planes fly until the staff sign an 
agreement not to stage more work 
stoppages.

Land- 
grabbing in Tel Aviv is often an 
organized affair in which slum 
dwellings slated for demolition are 
reoccupied either by the former 
tenants or by others, who demand 
compensation all over again.

He also demanded that police take 
over the job of the municipal inspec- 
tion corps and enforce city bylaws.

Meanwhile, inspectors ‘who 
often come up against the same 
criminal class as the police, must 
have adequate protection." 

He also asked that the police ad- 
dress itself to the problem of 
prostitution in town, and called for a 
war on burglars, purse-anatchers 
and muggers. ‘Statistics may show 
that crime hes not increased, but 
subjectively people fee) leas 
secure,” Lahat maintained. 

Tavori said he was ‘filled with out- 
rage when he saw the public robbed 
of lands by brute force. The police 
are quite capable of handling the 
matter, but only if there is an une- 
quivocal decision by the proper 
authorities to tackle the problem 
regardless of the consequences." 

Tavori complained that the 
public's attitude to the police "is bas- 
ed on ἃ double standard. The police 
in this country have never been high 
on the priorities list, he said, either 
in manpower or financial 
allocations. There must be a basic 
change of attitudes. Teachers 
should explain to pupils that a police 
career is national service." 

While Tavori conceded that ‘Tel 
Aviv has special, possibly unique 
problems by Israel standards, when 
‘we compare it to cities of this size the 
world over its crime rate is nearly 
negligible. The fact is that Tel 
Avivians can waik almost anywhere 
in their city without fear of becoming 
victims of crime." 


Janusz Korezak honoured

Janusz Korozak is being honoured 
in Poland today as a great educator 
and humanist, and the Polish 
Government took the initiative in 
having 1978 named as the Inter 
national Janusz Korczrak 
Celebrations Year. ᾿ 

This was reported in Jerusalem 
yeaterday by Stanislaus Friche, who 
is here as part of the official three- 
men Polish delegation taking part in 
a three-day symposium com- 
memorating the great Polish-Jewish 
educator and children's writer who 
chose to perish at Treblinka with the 
children from his orphanage, 
although the Germans had offered to 
spare his life, τ 

Friche spoke at the symposium's 
festive opening at the Van Leer 
Foundation last night which was 
attended by a number of Korczak's 
former pupils and teachers. Aharon 
Yadlin MK, chairman of the Knesset 
Education Committee, said Korczak - 
had revolutionized education by 
placing an emphasis on the rights 
and the dignity of small children. 
Although steeped in Polish culture 
and totally assimilated, Korczak 
visited Palestine in 1934 and 1936 and 
‘was very impressed," said Yadlin. 
He added that Korozak’s spirit, and 
{deas are very much alive today in 
Israel, especially in the education of 
disadvantaged children. 

Other speakers spoke about Kore- 
zak's imaginative educational ideas. 
For example, in his schools and 
orphanages he established 
children's courts, which judged staff 


ἡ and children on an equa! basis, Korc- 


zak wypte many children's stories, 


a special, additional flight, 
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including the international classic 
“King Macius the First," which 
describes a world where children are 
the rulers and send their parents to 
school. Korczak also founded the 
first children's newspaper in the 
world in 1924 and the first summer, 
camps for disadvantaged children. 


Jerusalem deputy mayor Yosef. 
Gadish said that the new Givat 
Shapiro (French Hill) State Elemen- 
tary School is to be named after 
Korczak. In his speech, Friche 
politely pointed out that in Poland no 
less than 70 schools have been nam- 
ed after Korexzak. 


- The organizers of the symposium, 
the Israel Januss Korezak Com- 
mittee, told The Jerusalem Post 
yesterday that they had con- 
siderable difficulty in getting any 
cooperation from either the Foreign 
Ministry or the Ministry of Educa- 
tion in or, the event.

Tamir wants another probe 
into Coastal Road massacre

Justice Minister Shmuel Tamir 
said yesterday that an independent 
body should study the police and 
army response to the terror attack 
on the Coastal Road a month ago to 
draw conclusions for the future. 

Speaking at Bar-Ilan University, 
Tamir said that the police and army 
evaluations of their own activities 
are important for their own uze, but 
an independent group should ex- 
amine the attack to consider who 
should be responsible for Internal 
security in the future. 

Tamir's statements follawed 
reports yesterday that the head of 
the police team preparing informa- 
tion for the prosecution brief against 
the sole surviving terrorist told the 
Knesset Interior Committee that all 
but one of the victims died at the 


hands of the terrorists. One was shot 
by a member of the security forces, 
he said, 

The report by Sgan-Nitzav Natan 
Shai, which was evidently leaked by 
@ police source, said the victim had 
been mistaken for a terrorist. Shai 
also told the committee that 11 of the 
victims had been killed by the 
terrorists before the bus reached the 
roadblock at the Country Club where 
the final battle took place. 

He sald that after one of the 
passengers grabbed a pistol and 
started shooting, the terrorists ex- 
ploded a grenade in the bus. An ex- 
plosive charge, set by the terrorists, 
went off only 16 seconds after they 
left the bus, he said. 

He denied reports that the police 
had not questioned the passengers on 
the bus.

TORREJON, Spain, (Reuter). — 
U.S. Secretary of State Cyrus Vance 
flew to Africa yesterday for crisis 
talks to try to avert more bloodshed 
in Rhodesia, a mission on which he 
feels the odds are stacked against 

im. 

Vance, whose plane refuelled at 
this U.S. Alr Force base or its wey to 
Tanzania, seeks to arrange ἃ con- 
ference of all the parties involved in 
the Rhodeela dispute. 

But reporters aboard the Vance 
plane were told that the white 
Rhodesian premier. Ian Smith, 
seems set against attending this con- 
ference, refusing to sit at the table 
with black nationalist guerrilla 
leaders of the Patriotic Front. 

Smith haga already reached en 
agreement with moderate black 
leaders within Rhodesia on 
transferring power from the coun- 
try's 240,000 whites to its six million 
dlacks. 

But the Patriotic Front denounces 
this deal, Tt threatens intensified 
guerrilla war, which could bring in 
Cuba and the Soviet Union. 

Vance wes accompanied on his 
flight to the Tanzanian capital of Dar 
es-Salaam by Andrew Young, U.S. 
ambassador to the UN. 

In Dar es-Selaam, and joined by 
British Foreign Secretary David 
Owen, they will meet today with the 
Patrictic Front leaders — Joshua 
Nkomo and Robert Mugabe. 

They will fly on to South Africa to 
seek help in convineing Rhodesia to 
participate in the conference, and 
then go to the breakaway British 
colony itself. 


The U.S. and Britain refuse to 
recognize the racially-mixed Interim 
government set up under Smith's 
“internal” agreement.

Wounded Italian terrorist 
suspect won’t talk to police 


TURIN (Reuter). — “I was wounded 
in an action of war and I consider 
myself a political prisoner. I am 
Cristoforo Plancone and I am 28. If 
don't want to say any more." 

And thet, say Italian police, is fust, 
ebout all that he has told in- 
vestigators — the wounded guerrilla 
suspect lying in a Turin hospital bed, 
on whom Italy had pinned its hopes 
of a lead in the hunt for kidnapped 
ex-premier Aldo Moro. 

Piancone fell into police hands on 
Tuesday when comrades dumped 
him on the steps of a Turin clinic. 
Police allege he was shot and wound- 
ed in a gun battle in which a prison 


. guard was killed, 


The Red Brigades, who have held 
Moro since March 16 for a “people's 
trial," claimed in a Tuesday night 
phone call to police that they were 
algo responsible for this new act of 
violence. 

Police, however, are not yet cer- 
tain even that Piancone does belong 
to the far-left Red Brigades and 
hopes that he would lead them to the 
Moro kidnappers at present remain 
unfulfilled. 

What has emerged, from checks 
into Piancone's background, {s a por- 
trait of the kind of man who turns to 
extremism — a moody, embittered 
individual, sacked from his job for 
absenteeism and disenchanted with

Piancone, whose parents run a

Turin, worked at a factory of the 
giant Fiat car company and became 
a minor official in the metalworkers’ 
union.

In 1975, Piancone joined the Turin 
branch of the Communist Party, but 
his membership card was not renew- 
ed, an official said, “because he took 
attitudes and positions contrary to 
the party line." 

Piancone left his flat in early 1977 
and disappeared. Since then he oc- 
casionally contacted his mother but 
nothing else was heard of him. 

Police scored a major victory 
against Italian kidnappers late on 
Tuesday night when they freed a 
teenage girl and a millionaire 
builder in two separate raids.

‘The day of Erev Rosh Chodesh Nissan, which concludes the month of 
Adar and links it with the month of Nissan, has a special significance, as 
will be seen presently; hence 8150 the special instruction in the everyday 
life of a Jew — az in the case of all matters in Torah (in the sense 
““anstruction™). ae 

By way of introduction to our s.oject: For Jews, a fully normal Ife, 
which is life in complete accord with the Torah, comes to full fruition — 
in time — in the days of Bels Hamikdosh, and — in place — in the Holy 
Land; for then it is possible to fulfil, in actual practice, also the Mitzvos 
which pertain to them. All the Mitxvos, moreover, can be observed on a 
higher level. 

In light of the above, the special significance of the day of Erev Rosh 


Chodesh Nissan is connected with its bi to a conclusion the month 
in which the collection of the Half-Shekel from all Jews in the Land of 


Israel and outside was carried out, beginning from Rosh Chodesh Adar; 
and immediately on the following day, the first day of Nissan, a new 
year began, requiring that the offerings in Beis Hamikdosh be made ~ 
from the new contributions. Thus the newly collected fund served to 
renew and invigorate the bringing of the Korbonos Tzibur (The offerings 
on behalf of all the Jewish people), beginning with the daily sacrifices 
(Korban Tomid, etc.), and 80 with all the other sacrifices of Shabbos, 
Rosh Chodesh, the Festivals, etc. through the year, until the following 
first day of Nissan. 

In other words, with Rosh Chodesh Nissan began a new year in regard 
to the enthre Divine service in Beis Hamikdosh which was rendered on 

* behalf of all the Jewish people and every Jew individually. 

One of the explanations why it was precisely Rosh Chodesh Nissan 
that inaugurated a new season for the Divine service in Beis Hamikdosh 
is that on this day G-d desiguated the month of Nissan — the Month of 
Geulo — as the first of all the months of the year (“This month shail be 
unto you the head of the months: the first of the months of the year shall 
it be unto you"). And thereupon ordained the Jawa pertaining to the 
Geulo-sacrifice, the Pessah offering. 

To be sure, the beginning of the yaar — Rosh Hashanah — fails on the 
first day of the month of Tishre{. However, this relates to the order of the 
Creation of the World and the "ordinary" manner in which G-d directs 
its affairs, namely, in the ‘natural way." As seen superticialiy, the 
world seems to be guided by natural" laws, which obscure and conceal 
the sustaining and guiding force of the Creator. (The Hebrew word 
olam, “‘world,"' ia etymologically derived from the root meaning “to 
conceal": and the Divine Name Zlokim is the numerical equivalent of 
heteva, “‘Nature’.) And every Rosh Hashanah, this divine “natural 
management" is renewed and strengthened. 

However, there is also another kind of divine management, 8 
“miraculous (supranatural) order, which transcends nature and 
breaks through all natural limitations. This order is connected with the 
month of Nissan, which is why the month Niasan has been designated a5 
the "Month of Geulo.” In the plain sense, this Geulo refers to γε σία 
Miizrayim, the deliverance of our Jewish people from physical bondage 
and enslavement in Egypt, but in a deeper serue it refers to liberation 
from natural limitations (Metzarim, stresses" and “boundaries") — 
including the personal liberation of every Jew in his everyday life. 

The miraculous aspect of this liberation is reflected in the fact that, in 
the natural course of events, the Exodus from Egypt would have been a 
total impossibility but for the direct intervention of the Almighty, who 
had shown and performed “‘all these miracles and brought us out from 
bondage to freedom," etc. ν

The north-south expressway, 
lmown as Road Number Four, will 
eventually extend for 16 kilometres 
to Gilo at the southern edge of the 
city and serve as the main north- 
south route Jerusalem.

— which would have run close to Jaf- 
fa Gate on its way from Bethlehem 
to Ramallah. That expressway was

possible impact on the Old City and 
was subsequently dropped along 
with other proposed expressways. 
A ministerial subcommittee on 
Jerusalem last month approved 
ILism. for beginning work on the 
Beit Horon road by the Public Works 
Department and the 7.5 kilometre 
north-south link into Jerusalem. The 
Beit Horon road is to eventually con- 
tinue eastward over the crest of the 
Judean Hills to Maale Adumim. It 


was originally supposed to link with

Jerusalem at the Ramaliah Road in- 
side city limits. But under pressure 
from David Margalit, head of the 
Jerusalem Transportation 
Masterplan Office, who maintained 
that the Ramallah road was already 
near capacity. it was decided to

Because of 
topographical conditions, the new 
road will be about 200 metres west of 
the city: mits for about: six 
kilometres ‘until it reaches Ramot.

A 
feasibility study on the tunnel is be- 
ing prepared by Takal and a Swiss” 
engineering firm. Its scheduJed con- 
struction date is 1986-90. 

The alignment of the southernmost 
stretch of Number Four in the city 
between Sderot Herzog and Gilo is 
still undetermined. It may be 
affected by the outcome of court 
cases brought by Beit Safafa 
residents regarding land rights. ~ 

Number Four is envisioned as an 
urban expressway that will even- 
tually be a six-lane divided highway 
with limited access and two level in- 
tersections. There will apparently be 
no need for expropriation within the 
city Limits but four houses and some 
cultivated land He in the road’s path 
at Beit Hanina in the stretch north of 
the city. Transportation officiais 
said last week suitable new houses 
would be built for those displaced 
and compensation made for 
cultivated land appropriated. Plan- 
ning officials had to convince the 
military government in charge of the 
West Bank, not without difficulty, 
that the takings were essential if the 
road were to be built. 

There had been proposals in the 
past that Number Four continue 
south of Gilo for about four 
kilometres to the area of Solomon's 
pools south of Bethlehem to permit 
north-south traffic along the moun- 
tain spine to bypass that town. That 
part of the plan, however, is at pre- 
sent dormant.

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Auschwitz

AUSCHWITZ. — After months of 
negotiations between the Polish 
government and Yad Vashem, the 
new Jewish pavilion at Auschwitz 
was officially opened yesterday. The 
old and inadequate pavilion was 
closed in 1967. 

Auschwitz, the largest extermina- 
tion camp-of Nazi Germany, was in- 
itially established near the small 
Polish town of Oswiecim by order of 
Gestapo chief Heinrich Himmler on 
April 27, 1940. 

The original camp, Auschwitz I, 
did not hold a large number of 
Jewish prisoners. But in October 
1941, a second camp, Birkenau 
(Brzezinka) was built nearby. 
Together with Auschwitz ΤΙΣ, which 
housed the IG-Farben works for the 
manufacture of synthetic rubber, the 
camps became a huge conglomerate 
in which over 2,000,000 Jews died 
during World War If. ar 
“On September 3, 1941, some 900 
Russian prisoners of war and other 
inmates were driven into the cellar 
of the camp prison and killed by the 
evaporation of prussic acid, 
otherwise known as Zyklon B. 

This experiment encouraged the 
Germans to continue with the gasa- 
ing of Jews. gypsies and political 
prisoners. 

The Jewish victims were supplied 
by the Gestapo's Judenreferat, head- 
ed by Adolf Eichmann. The mass 
murders began in Birkenau in 
January, 1942. Gold teeth were ex- 
tracted, and personal effects were 
confiscated. 

The gas-chambers, and the four 
crematoria with a combined capaci- 
ty for the disposing of 4,456 corpses 
daily, were in continuous use from 
March 22 to June 28, 1943. 


HERE 15 the description of 
Birkenau crematories which was 
smuggled out of the camp to Dr. 
Judah Magnes in Turkey in 1943: 
“At the present moment four 
crematories are operating in 
Birkenau. They consist of furnaces, 
bathing halls and gas-chambers. 
From the middle of the furnaces 
there projects ἃ tall chimney around 
which nine ovens have been erected 
with four openings each. Each open- 
ing has a capacity of three normal 
bodies, the cremation of which lasts 
about an hour and a half...

“The victims are led into the hall 
where they are told they are about to 
bathe. There they undress, and in 
order to strengthen them in this 
belief, they are given a towel and 
soap. Then they are driven into the 
gas chamber. ar at a 

“When the doors are shut, 5.5. men 
scatter a powder from metal con- 
tainers through the opened valves 
into the room...in three minutes all 
are dead." 

As of July 4, 1942, every Jewish 
transport underwent ‘‘selection,"” an 
inspection process whereby strong 
men and women were sent to labour 
camps, while the weak were killed. 

The crematoria soon broke down 
from being overloaded and 
thousands of corpses were roughly 
buried, then exhumed and burned. 


‘THOUSANDS of prisoners were 2180 
tortured to death, killed by direct 
phenol injections into the heart, or 
destroyed in pseudo-medical ex- 
periments. Continuous ‘‘selections” 
made an average span of life of a 
prisoner less than a month. 

Himmler personally supervised 
the selection and the gassing of the 
first incoming transport from 
Holland on July 17, 1942. 

Thereafter Auschwitz became the 
gate of death for nearly all aboard 
the transports that arrived from all 
Nazi-occupied Europe, and for the 
one from North Africa.

The last transport from Berlixi 
arrived in the camp on January 5, 
1945. The selection and of the 
Jews was stopped by a special order 
from Himmler on November 26, 
1944. 

in spite of discrimination against 
them by all other nationalities within 
the camp, the Jews organized active 
anti-Nazi resistance. On October 7, 
1944, they set fire to a crematorium, 
killed a number of 8.8. men, and a 
few Jews managed to escape. Other 
attempts were less successful. 


The camp was liberated by the 
Red Army on January 27, 1945. The 
Germans, however, succeeded in 
evacuating some 125,000 prisoners, 
most of whom died on the way west 
from hunger, cold, and exhaustion. 


WHILE the Red Army was closing in 
on Auschwitz, the Nazis attempted to 
-hide their crimes. They succeeded in 
destroying the crematoria, but the 
camp itself remained largely un- 
damaged. 


After the war, the Poles establish- 
ed there the Polish Historical 
Archives, National pavilions and a 
museum which issued its own 
publication. While the flags of all 
nations, including Israel, flew over 
the memorial, the Jewish barracks, 
Block 27, remained closed. This fault 


has now been corrected; and’ 


Auschwitz history has been put into a 
proper perspective. . ᾿ 

Auschwitz became an inter- 
national symbol of inhumanity and 
murder; the opening of the Jewish 
pavilion is a significant step in the 
right direction. In spite of the in- 
numerable Auschwitz ‘trials in 
Poland, Czechoslovakia and Ger- 
many, which described in detail the 


heinous crimes committed there, 


attempts are continuously made to- 
day hy fascist and neo-Nazi 
movements to falsify history. 
Documentation and great Holocaust 
literature are not sufficient proof in 
themselves.

WHAT CAUSES hypertension? The 
medical profession frankly admits 
that it does not know — in most 
cases. 

It has been discovered, however, 
that oral contraceptives — the “Pill” 
— can cause αὶ marked rise in blood 

in some women and a slight 
inerease In most. “This possibility 
should never be overlooked in a 
young woman with high blood 
preasure," the WHO recently sald in 
ἃ press release. ‘The Pill certainly 
worsens hypertension and it is il- 
logical to treat blood pressure while 
continuing to take oral contracep- 
tives. Sometimes merely stopping 
the Pill brings blood pressure down 
to acceptabie levels." 

This type of the disease is called 
“secondary hypertension” since the 
cause is known, and here “‘secon- 
dary" means that it is 8 direct con- 
sequence of something else. The 
most widely known type of “secon- 
dary hypertension" is caused by 
kidney diseases. An additional wide- 
ly spread form is called ‘‘essential 
hypertension," for which no cause is 
known. 


Another widely used term is 
“Malignant hypertension." This 
simply means that the small arteries 
in many parts of the body begin to 


disintegrate because of the very high 
pressure forced on them. 

These changes cen be seen when 
tissue 13 examined under the 
microscope and there may be 
damage to the eyes and the 5

Some scientists, in fact, speculate 
that sleep is little more than a habit 
that man somehow fell into and 
could, if he really tried, dispense 


But one session here of the annual 
meeting of the Association for the 
Paychophysiological Study of Sleep, 
sponsored by Stanford University's 
Sleep Disorder Centre, was devoted 
primarily to those who believe that 
sleep is a period during which cells 
repair and recharge themselves. 

They presented some new 
evidence that a state of sleep calied 
REM sleep — the state during which 

occurs — is particularly 
pertinent to the restorative process 
supposedly taking place. | 

REM stands for rapid eye move- 
ment because the eyes of a dreaming 
person move from side to side as if 
watching a tennis game. It has been 
the most intensely studied of the four 
stages of sleep. Researchers have 
noted that a wide variety of 
physiological activities, ranging 
from heart rate to temperature, are 
enhanced during REM. 

They have made a number of 
observations through the years 
which have caused them to associate 
REM sleep with the building and 
repair of cells. One observation is 
that the REM period of sleep in in- 
fants is much longer than in adults. 
This, they reason, has to do with the 
development of the nervous system 
which is under way at a rapid rate in 
newborn infants.

ABOUT 10 YEARS ago a group of 
sleep researchers at the University 
of Edinburgh, under Dr. Jan Oswald 
launched the first investigations 
aimed at showing that the function of 
sleep is to restore. Since then 
Oswald's team has shown that the 
amount of energy lying in store in 
cells during sleep is considerably 
higher than during wakefulness, and 
has done other experiments in- 
dicating that sleep is a period during 
which memory is stored. 

Because protein is essential for 
cell repair, sleep researchers have 
been paying attention to the time of 
day during which protein is syn- 
thesized in the brain. . 

“We believe there may be a higher 
level of protein synthesis during 
sleep, said Dr. Bruce Durie of Edin- 
burgh. : 

Dr. Rene Drucker-Colin of the 


National Autonomous University of 
Mexico reported on experiments 
with cats which tend to firm up the 
belief that the body rebuilds itself at 
night and that the REM stage, which 
lasts about 120 minutes over an 
eight-hour sleep, has special 

Drucker-Colin made antibodies 
against proteins in cat brains and 
released the antibodies into cats’ 
brains. He then took brain wave 
readings which indicate the stage of 
sleep at any given moment. 

Immobilizing the brain proteins in 
this manner resulted in a drastic 
delay in the onset of REM sleep. 
Tustead of taking only one hour after 
falling asleep, the REM stage did not 
appear until five hours afterwards. 
he said, 

This observation has led Drucker- 
Colin and others to speculate that 
proteins have something to do with 


triggering REM sleep.

Warily someone asked if Halkin 
agreed with Arthur Koestler that the 
creation of the State of Israel gives 
the Jews a choice: either go to Israel 
and be a Jew or don't go and don't be 
Jewish. Halkin believed that 
Koestler, in the long run, was cor- 
rect, and repeated that immigration 
was crucial. 

Okay, said the audience in effect.

HALKIN, who said he is really 
waiting for it to begin, that 
it would not end tomorrow and that 
in the course of it great contributions 
would be made and Israel’s life,.

The Jewish chances for survival 
are not remarkable, he admit- 
ted, but they exist only here.

EVERYTHING seemed to have gone 
wrong with the re-established ‘State 
of Israel." 

All the high hopes engendered by 
the Return, approved of and 
proclaimed by the Great Power, had 
been dashed. Only a minority of 
Jews in the Diaspora, despite their 
protestations of yearning for the 
restoration and their fervent prayers 
for it, had responded to the call of the 
homeland. And the picture some 30 
years later was indeed 2 gloomy and 
depressing one, holding out lttle 
hope for the future. 


Discontent was heed: The 
expectation of the prophets for the 
return, for a society serving as "‘a 
light unto the nations,"' had not been 
fulfilled. A spirit of callousness and 
moral decline had set in. Moral and 
social offences abounded. The weak 
and the underprivileged, the widow 
and the orphan, were exploited. 
Intermarriage was rife. There was 
widespread evasion of income tax... 


No, this is not a deacription of the 
State of 14.868] and its prevailing 
moral standards on the eve of its 30th 


anniversary. It is an account of the 
state of affairs some 30 years after 
the Proclamation of Cyrus in 536 
B.C.E., and it was given by the 
prophet Malachi: (This almest cer- 
tainiy was not his name; It connoted 
“My messenger.") From thia ac- 
eount comes the Haftara of 
tomorrow, Shabbat Hagadoi, It af- 
fords a valuable glimpse of the 
decline in public standards about the 
year 500 B.C.E. And with it, the cur- 
taln gees down on biblical history:

Cosmopolitan friend of Israel 


THE death of Nicolas Nabokov Ἰδὲ 
Thursday (8/4) in New York at the 
age of 75, has deprived Israel of one 
of her most devoted friends. 
Nabokov was responsible for the 
Israel Festival being included on the 
international calender of recognized 
festivals, despite efforts by her 
enemies to have the Jewish state os- 
tracised. Although perhaps less 
famous than his cousin, Vladimir, 
the writer, Nicolas was recognized 
as a very fine composer, with 
operas, ballets and symphonies to 
his credit. 

- Ina telephone converazation I had 
with Sir Isaiah Berlin, a long-time 
friend of Nabokov's, at present in 
Portofino, Italy, Sir Isalah said: 

“We first met in Wi min ‘43, 
Nicolas had emigrated to Berlin in 
the ‘twenties, as a refugee from the 
Russian Revolution; after Hitler 
came to power, he went to the U.S. In 
Washington he taught music and the 
humanities — he was δ. marvellous 
teacher, he could teach anything and 
everything. His pupils were ab- 
solutely devoted to him. 

“Be was a very cultivated man; I 
found him to be one of the most 
elvilized men I ever met, a perfect 
representative of the pre-Russian 
Revolution intelligentsia, He had 
mastered vast amounts of knowlede, 
had wide horizons and a wonderful 
imagination: he was also one of the 
.warmest and most sympathetic of 
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men, very generous, and with a very 
fine character. His charm waa ex- 
traordinary. 

“As a composer. he was very 
much influenced by Russian music 
of the pre-Revolution era. Perhaps 
his greatest work was his ballet, 
‘Ode,’ produced by Diaghilev. He 
was 4 marvellous organizer and waa 
responsible for the Berlin Music 
Festival until his death." 

Nabokov called his autobiography, 
‘‘Memoirs of a Russian 
Cosmopolitan," but Sir Isaiah thinks 
the word “cosmopolitan” was not 
altogether accurate. 

“He was a Russian, certainly; he 
would have Joved more than 
anything on earth to pack to 
Russia. But he couldn't. also lov- 
ed israel, passionately; he absolute- 
ly adored Terael. I think that he 
found in Israel people who had 
emigrated trom Ruasia with whom 
he was completely in tune. His fami- 


ly had had estates in Weatern Russia. 


before the Revolution. He certainly 
served Israel very faithfully.” 

Nabokov was an informal adviser 
to Mishkenot Sha'ananim, where he 
stayed several times. He dedicated a 
symphony in October, 1977, to 
Jerusalem, where the symphony 
was recorded by the Jerusalem 
Symphony Orchestra. He was 
married to the photographer 
Dominique Cibel.

Arab moderation and Western self-deception 


FOR SOME years Western 
politicians and media have 
categorized Arab leaders in relation 
to the Arab-Israeli conflict accor- 
ding to a standard terminology. The 
consensus has been that, apart from 
a few “extremists” and .‘‘rejec- 
tioniats,"" the rest, including Assad 
and Arafat, were ‘‘moderates," 
presumably implying their 
willingness for peace. 

When Assad and Arafat violently 
opposed the Sadat peace initiative, it 
might have been thought necessary 
to reclassify them aa extremists. But 


, Assad at least has not been so 


treated, ANowance Is perhaps being 
made for the psychological trauma 
he, like all Arabs, suffered from the 
shattering of Arab unity. 

ΤᾺ seeking to elucidate the Western 
concept of Arab moderation, it is, 
then, better to ignore any effects of 
the peace initiative. 5 

Inside the Arab world Assad 
publicizes and reiterates his resolve 
to destroy Israel, but he does not 
mention it in statements for Western 
consumption But his ‘“‘moderation” 
cannot derive from his managing to 
deceive the West, since he disdain 
concealing his implacability.. _ 

The West. primi the U.S., is 
reluctantly but unavoidably involved 
in the Arab-Israeli conflict. Arab co- 
operation is needed and Assad's 
moderate language is the help he 
offers.

SELF-DECEPTION is, as a rule, 
tiresome to others unless they expect 
to profit from it themselves. Vis-a- 
vis the West, Gadaffi has no such ex-

diner ike Assad stands to benefit. 


Self-deception, or wishful thinking, 
has afflicted the West in wider 
dealings with the Arab world. Take 
the matter of terroriam. At the UN 
and elsewhere most European coun- 
tries thought their interests served 
by championing the PLO. Their 
media swallowed its crude, self- 
righteous propaganda whole and 
regurgitated it in press, radio and 
TV with such zea} that it earned even 
Arab derision.

Both Governments and media unwit- 
tingly encouraged local imitation. 
(The BBC's astonishing coverage of 
the PFLP triple hijack in 1970, with 
its unending solicitude for the 
PFLP's image, must have brought 
huge satisfaction and dozens of 
recrulta to the Provisional IRA). 


THE GENERAL effect is in- 
disputable. Terrorist outrages are 
now carried out in Europe to “draw 
attention to’' or otherwise to ad- 
vance causes that are patently 
spurious or which defy rational ex- 
planation. Once launched, 
nevertheless, these tend to 
Perptetuate themselves. The causes 
T™may remain fraudulent or incom- 
prehensible, but the objective of 
more terror becomes plain enough — 
to free those jailed for earlier terror. 

Western economic problems are 
also to a great extent self-inflicted.

It 
would seem somewhat churlish to pick on the latest mishap in 
which the State Department spokesman felt constrained to rush 
in witha denial that the American President did not really mean 
it when he referred to Jerusalem as the capital of Israel. 

Yet, the presidential slip, the denial and the embarrassment 
surrounding them provide a useful insight into the present un- 
comfortable state of U.S.-Israel relations. Mr. Carter and his 
top foreign policy advisers have taken umbrage at Prime 
Minister Begin's reputed intransigence on the issue of the West 
Bank ané Gaza territories. And there could be ground for argu- 
ing that, in his ideological attitude towards the territories, Mr. 
Begin does not represent the broad Israeli consensus. However, 
Mr. Carter and his Administration seem to have left no stone un- 
turned in driving the Israeli mainstream towards Mr. Begin's 
corner. 

For Israeli mainstream bpinion ἢ has grown to distrust the in- 
tentions of the present American Administration. The question 
of Jerusalem also articulates this distrust. 

When Messrs. Carter, Vance and Brzezinski speak of the need 
for Israeli territorial concessions on the West Bank, the 
mainstream Israeli asks himself at what point will American 
demands for Israeli concessions stop? Before or after the redivi- 
sion of Jerusalem? Will they also include demands for the 
ceding of its strategic surrounding mountaintops to Arab ar- 

tillery emplacements, or not? 

it is no secret that the Brookings Report, the reputed fountain 
of Mr. Carter's Middle East policy, spoke of Jerusalem as the 
toughest problem of all in the search for a solution to the Arab- 
Israel dispute, but remained ominously silent on what 
America's position on Jerusalem should be. 

Mr. Carter's pronouncements, and the denials of his various 
spokesmen, have not served to allay fears in regard to 
American intentions on Jerusalem. They have instead served to 
thicken the fog on an issue around which all of Israel is united. 

The U.S., like many other countries, withheld 
recognition of Jerusalem as Israel's capital because the UN 
partition decision in 1947 had slated Jerusalem to be an inter- 
national city. The U.S., like many other countries, also withheld 
official recognition from the Jordanian annexation of the con- 
quered West Bank. But there's the rub. The U.S. never went out 
of its way to make this lack of recognition of the Jordanian act 
tangible. It has persisted, however, in denying such recognition 
to Israeli Jerusalem. 

Again, it is important to emphasize the facts of the situation. 
The withholding of recognition is not focused on the Israeli 
presence in all of Jerusalem; it perpetuates America's intran- 

᾿ς sigence in refusing to recognize even former West Jerusalem as 
Israel's self-proclaimed capital. 

The anomaly of this situation was highlighted brilliantly last 
November when even President Sadat of Egypt recognized 
Jerusalem as the capital of Israel. 

One of the main impediments to the Egyptian-Israel peace 
process today is this growing Israeli distrust of America's inten- 
tions. There is a school of thought among American 
policymakers that this is of no account since Israel is so depen- 
dent on the U.S. The Arabs are the ones whose sensibilities must 
be constantly stroked. 

This is patently false, and dangerously so. One of the con- 
ditions for resuming the peace proceas is restoration of Israeli 
trust in American intentions. An easy first step in such a direc- 
tion for Mr. Carter would be to put an end to the 30-year absurdi- 
ty of America’s non-recognition of Jerusalem as Israel's 

capital. ¥
